CAPTAIN JOHN ERICSSON, 

Tho Hiilliler of ttie Monitor, I>les at Mto 
Homn In New York. 

Nr.w YonK, March 0.— John Ericsson, tha 
graat engineer, died at his boma, 89 Baaah 
street, this city, late Thursday, of oyatitia, hi 
bis eighty -si. \th year. Ha was bora la I 
dsn, aad aaiaa to this country la 11191 




JOHN JlHICSBOR. 

Capt. Ericsson had only t>een ill about aaa 
week. A physician waa summoned when ha 
was first taken down, but owing to the ad- 
vanced age of the patient medical skill failed 
to rally him. 

The deceaseil was one of a family of an- 
gineem, his brother Nils and his nephawa 
have all gained renown in Europe by tba 
originality of their engineering feats. Capt. 
Ericsson at tha age of ten constructed a 
miniature saw mill . and pumping machine 
that attracted great attention in Swe<|pnat 
the t irne. At t he aga of seventeen be entered 
the Swedish army as an ensign and rapidly 
received promotion for the ingenuity dis- 
played iu getting up plans of fortifications 
and maps. 

During his early manhood he was to Eu- 
rope what K.iison is to America. He in- 
vented within three years forty ditfersnl 
mechanical contrivances, two-thirds aC 
which were patented. In is:i<* Ericsson 
came to .America and in 1841 began to build 
the Princeton, the first » naval vassal that 
carried her machinery under her watsr Uaa,. 
out of the reach of hostile shot. 

In 1801 Ericsson built the Monitor, com- 
pleting her in one hundred days from tba 
laying of the k(>el plate. She arrived la 
Hamption Roads just iu time to defeat on 
March. Isfi3. i he confeclernte ironclad Merri- 
mac which had destroyisi the Union frlgataa 
Congress and Cumberland and was about to 
sink or disfMrse the rest of the government's 
wooden fleet. But for the M<iiiitor the whola 
face of the war might have lieen changed 
and European interference att<'mpto<l. 

For the lust few yeai's he K|,ent most of his 
time buried in his work iu his old-tashioned 
house at No. :«! Beach street. New York, and 
seldom went out or reosived visitors; and 
when he did they were never allowtyl above 
the parlor floor. On the top of the house is 
a revolving turret Tha intarior of tba 
house is plainly furnished, almoit wlthaat 
ornaments, but containing numerous work* 
ing medals of his many inventions. AnrMMn 
thaaa are oalorie aaginaa, tha ataam flra aa 
gtaw, astnmoadoal toatraawBti aad Iroaalad 
war veaaela. 

For numy years past he bad baan ongagad 
in the construction of instruments to datar- 
mine deflnitely the temperature of the aaa. 
He found that the aolar intensity rnanhai a 
temperature of several millions of 
Capt Ericsson's voioa waa loudar 
ordinary fog horn, aad hia aamait way af 
talking made him seem to ba grtatly asdtad 
at almost all timaa Ha worfead InoMMntly, 
Sundays included, Uvad tamparataly oa < 
tablM and brand, aad praottoid aMoUy 
ku-haMti.
